4. RWANDA FORMALLY MOVED DELETION OF QTE ENTRUSTED WITH THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SAFETY OF AIR NAVIGATION UNQTE FROM (F) (II). US SAID IF THIS 
DELETED, NO SUBSTANTIAL DIFFERENCE BETWEEN (I) AND (II) 

AND COMMISSION REJECTED 3-23(US)-13. FOLLOWING TEXT OF (F) 

(I) APPROVED 40(US)-0-18: QTE (F) PERFORMS AN ACT OF VIOLENCE 
IN AN AIRPORT SERVING INTERNATIONAL AIR NAVIGATION: (I) AGAINST 
THE PERSONS ENTRUSTED WITHIN THAT AIRPORT WITH THE SAFETY OF

6. WHEN PLENARY OF ASSEMBLY CONVENED FOR NIGHT MTG QATAR DEL 
APPEALED TO DELEGATIONS WHO HE CLAIMED HAD TRIED TO JEOPARDIZE 
WORK OF ASSEMBLY TO REOPEN DEBATE ON ARTS 79 QUATER, QUINTUM, 

SEXTUM AND SEPTIMUM (THE AMENDMENTS TO CHICAGO CONVENTION 
WHICH HAD BEEN REJECTED PREVIOUS NIGHT.) KENYA OPPOSED AND 
LEBANON REQUESTED ROLL-CALL VOTE WHICH WAS 60-7-24(US), COLOMBIA 
THEN PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO ART 79 QUATER: QTE EACH CONTRACTING 
STATE UNDERTAKES TO REFRAIN FROM THE USE OR THREAT OF FORCE 

OR FROM PERMITTING THE USE OR THREAT OF FORCE — PROVISIONS AND 
PRINCIPLES OF THE UNITED NATIONS — UNQTE. AFTER OVER AN HOUR'S 
DEBATE ON PROPER LANGUAGE, COLOMBIA AMENDMENT PRESENTED

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ON BEHALF OF COSTA RICA, GUATEMALA, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA, 

URUGUAY AND VENEZUELA APPROVED BY ROLL-CALL VOTE 33(US)-20-39, 

BUT ART 79 QUATER WITH THIS AMENDMENT REJECTED 39(US)-20-33. 

7. FRANCE THEN PROPOSED ADOPTION OF ART 79 QUATER IN ITS 
ORIGINAL VERSION. THIS ALSO REJECTED BY ROLL-CALL VOTE 52-2-35 
(US). AFTER TANZANIA STRENUOUSLY OBJECTED AND PROPOSED ITS OWN 
AMENDMENT, WHICH WAS ORIGINAL LATIN AMERICAN PROPOSAL. SINCE 
PLENARY VOTED THAT TANZANIAN PROPOSAL WAS ALTERNATIVE MOTION 
(34-19(US), IT WAS VOTED AFTER FRENCH PROPOSAL AND FAILED 
37(US)-18-34. ROLL-CALL VOTE ON PACKAGE OR ARTS 79 QUINTUM 

AND SECTUM FAILED 43-2-43(US). ROLL-CALL VOTE 

ON PACKAGE OF ART 79 BIS AND TER ALSO FAILED 54(US)-0-34 

SO ASSEMBLY APPROVED NO REPEAT NO AMENDMENT TO CHICAGO CONVENTION. 

8. ZAIRE THEN PROPOSED ASSEMBLY ADOPT RESOLUTION CALLING ON 
SECRETARY GENERAL TO STUDY QUESTION OF UNLAWFUL ACTS OF STATES 
AND REPORT TO NEXT ORDINARY ASSEMBLY. TEXT WILL BE PRESENTED 
TO ASSEMBLY TODAY.VOLPE
